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Tri-Town Remembers...

Year after year the Tri-Town traditions continue, 
and Memorial Day is no exception. Our years in the 
Tri-Town community are hallmarked by specific special 
occasions - take for example, George Randall's heartfelt 
reading of the Gettysburg Address or the anticipation of 
the next flat-bottomed boat at every bend of the shallow 
waters of the Mattapoisett River during the Rochester 
Boat Race - and they wouldn't feel complete without 
these experiences. 

Expect much to remain the same this year on 
Memorial Day, although some of the details will change 
as they do every year, such as the keynote speakers and 
locations of local observances. 

Mattapoisett: The Mattapoisett Memorial Day 
ceremony and parade starts at 1:30 pm on Monday, May 
29, this year in front of the Center School on Barstow 
Street. Due to road construction, the ceremony will not be 
in front of the Mattapoisett Library as it usually is, so take 
note. 

The keynote speaker is Commander Bryan D. 
Williams of the U.S. Navy. 

To mark the 100 year milestone since George 
Randall's father, Jerry Randall, first recited the Gettysburg 
Address, George Randall will read the Gettysburg 
Address this year on Memorial Day, usually a Veteran's 
Day tradition for Randall. 

Although the starting point has changed this year, 
the parade route will remain the same: heading to Water 
Street, to the Town Wharf, over to Cushing Cemetery, and 
ending at the Legion Hall on Depot Street. 

The parade was rained out last year, so 'Honey' 
the horse's debut as Mattapoisett' s first-ever caparisoned 
horse will be this year. Honey's owner, Cheryl Randall 
Mach, will lead her in the solemn procession - a riderless 
horse, formally dressed with two boots mounted 
backwards in the stirrups, along with a silver cavalry 
sword.

Marion: The Memorial Day remembrances and 
parade on Monday, May 29, will begin at 9:00 am in front 
of the Marion Music Hall on Front Street. 

The keynote speaker is Lieutenant Colonel 
Heather Bienz, MA ANG, executive officer of the 102 nd 
Intelligence Wing at Otis Air National Guard Base. She 
has been an officer in the Massachusetts Air National 
Guard for five years, having served four years in the 
Connecticut Air National Guard, with eight years of active 
duty in the U.S. Air Force flying the KC-10A Extender 
refueling aircraft. Bienz has been deployed 10 times since 
September 11, 2001, earning two Air Medals and six Aerial 
Achievement Medals. Bienz was a member of the Marion 
VFW Post 2425 before it disbanded last year. She lives in 
Marion with her husband and children. 

The parade route this year is a bit different, 
kicking off from the Music Hall and heading 0.6 miles 
northbound on Front Street to Veterans' Memorial at Old 
Landing. Marching in the parade will be the Sippican 
School Marching Band led by Hannah Moore, The 
Portuguese American Band, and students from ORR. 

Rochester: The Town's Memorial Day observance 
will be Sunday, May 28, beginning at noon in front of the 
Rochester Town Hall on Constitution Way. 

The parade features the Rochester Memorial 
School Band, Rochester Firefighters, Police, and the 
Rochester Boys' and Girls' Scouts. Selectmen and 
Representative Bill Straus will honor Rochester's fallen 
who fought for our freedom. 

The Rochester Memorial Day Boat Race on the 
Mattapoisett River starts at 8:30 am on Monday, May 29 
at Grandma Hartley's Reservoir, Snipatuit Road, and

get better..." 

I repeated those words to my father over and over 
in the days after his accident as he lay in the hospital bed, 
heavily medicated and so very far away. 

Dad, a man who had never, ever slept in the 
upstairs bedrooms of his small cottage, who had, in 
fact, slept alone in the downstairs bedroom since 1964, 
had been upstairs on that fateful night. Exactly what 
happened will never be known. He apparently had 
done as he was told, moved upstairs for the night while 
his wife, my mother, occupied the downstairs bedroom 
located near the bathroom. 

When I arrived at their home after receiving her 
call alerting me that "something bad" had happened 
to my father, I was shocked to find their dining room 
destroyed.

As she explained it, the previous day she had 
not been feeling well. Her urgent need of the bathroom 
throughout the day was a problem exacerbated by her 
severe mobility issues. As night approached, she told Dad 
to sleep upstairs so she could be near the bathroom - "just 
in case." 

The following morning she thought she heard 
him preparing the coal stove to warm up the house. The 
sounds went on for some time, but she was not alarmed; 
she couldn't hear the magnitude of his struggle - she was 
hard of hearing, nearly deaf. She hadn't heard the sound 
of breaking glass, cabinets being overturned, and his 
writhing on the floor screaming. 

A pool of blood at the bottom of the stairs 
shocked me as I opened the door. Massive shards of 
broken glass were scattered across the floor. Crushed 
and broken bits and pieces of knickknacks, teacups, 
and glassware presented as gifts by loving children and 
grandchildren - her treasures - now covered in his blood 
were evidence that something very bad indeed had 
happened.

"They've taken him to the hospital," she said. 

And then, "Could you make me a cup of coffee?" I 
trembled from head to toe as I approached her trying 
to figure out if she, too, was hurt. "I'm fine, but that 
damn fool broke everything." Her voice was flat and 
emotionless. 

She told me he had slept upstairs so she could be 
near the bathroom and that he must have fallen during 
the night as he descended those "wretched" narrow 
ladder-like stairs on his way to the toilet. One slipper at 
the top of the landing and one at the bottom near the pool 
of blood bore witness to the accident. She wasn't sure how 
badly he was hurt, saying to me, "You better go see." 

Arriving at the hospital, I found him battling 
the nursing staff unable to understand a simple request 
to stay still for X-rays. He had a massive wound on his 
forehead and a cut above his eye. The soles of his feet 
were lacerated. 

The hours and days that followed are etched in 
my memory I spent every moment I could by his bedside 
overseeing his care and telling him, "You are hurt. Dad. 
You've had an accident. You are going to get better. . 
over and over again. 

As the extent of his head injury became more 
apparent to the medical staff - a massive bruise to the 
frontal lobe of his brain similar to his head going through 
the windshield of a moving vehicle - it was clear we were 
in for the long haul. 

He was never the same after that. 

Yet, for most of the fifteen years he lived after that 
accident, he enjoyed life in ways we could never have 
imaged. 

His personality changed. He was, for the most 
part, content, unburdened by the need to work, glad to 
sit and chat, albeit much of it was nonsensical or half

Then one day he began to talk about WWII. He 
talked about the months he spent in the Army, a driver for 
a high-ranking officer, a grunt who did his duty He didn't 
mention the bronze star he was awarded. 

"I was scared, you'd be a fool not to be scared 
. . . that water was cold I tell ya' ... the boys were falling 
and drowning ... it was awful . . . the bullets sounded like 
'ping-ping-ping' on the side of the boats . . . the Germans 
were hiding in the woods ... I woke up under the jeep 
and saw them looking at me . . . they ran away . . . we 
were under the jeep for a few days waiting . . . we were 
separated from our unit . . . them boys they liked those 
coal fires I built ... I took those felt liners from that store

Dad was a hardworking simple man whose 
life had not been defined by WWII but by the years he 
survived the domestic cold war at home. He never lost 
his nerve, kept pulling forward doing his duty the only 
way he knew how - keeping your head down. 

As dementia consumed his aging brain, he 
believed he was rich, he believed he had a young wife 
and small children living in peace and harmony. 

At first I was concerned that these delusions were 
a problem. But in actuality, he had made his escape. Now 
I am glad that, in the end, he lived happily ever after.

season progresses. 

Becky Okolita, teacher of the Old Rochester 
Regional Transition Program for special education 
students age 18 to 22, envisioned a community garden 
where her students could benefit from the experience 
of growing produce from seed, while gaining real work 
experience selling the fruits of their labors at local 
farmers' markets and also donating some of the harvest to 
local families in need. 

"As the garden continues to expand and grow," 
says Okolita, "another goal would be to reduce waste in 
our schools by providing a composting system." 

Okolita is still hoping to garner donations to 
erect a greenhouse to further expand the garden, which 
has started off with tomatoes, strawberries, herbs, salad 
greens, kale, peppers, and flowers. 

"We just hope things will grow!" said Okolita, 
getting her hands dirty as she planted baby tomato plants. 

The Transition Program was established this 
school year to provide vocational, social, and educational 
opportunities for students aged 18 to 22 with moderate 
to severe disabilities. The mission of the program is to 
provide experiences that "will lead to successful and 
meaningful life paths tailored to each student's unique 
gifts and abilities."

the pecking order of the aquatic food chain in oceans all 
around the world. 

Subsequently, it is also highly rated as a 
gastronomical gift from those waters in Europe, 
Scandinavia, 

Asia, and 
the Orient, 
except for the 
United States, 
perhaps 
because 
of our 
distasteful 
comparison 
to a snake's 
twisting and 
contrary 

demeanor when trying to protect itself. 

In New England in their coastal migration, the 
eel is much like the anadramous ale wife; however, it is 
reversed, or contradramous, meaning that the eel moves 
in the opposite direction, coming out of fresh water into 
salt some seven years from being spawned to develop into 
so-called silver eels for this transition. 

If climate change in all this time has somehow 
dried up the channels of passage for their exodus, the 
oily covering over their bodies permits them to travel 
overland, providing it is paved with either wet grass or 
mud. 

Then their remarkable journey takes them a 
thousand miles or more all the way to the Sargasso Sea, 
some thousands of miles between the West Indies and the 
Azores to spend the winter. The eel during this change 
in habitat undergoes physical adaptation into maturity, 
including changing sex several times. 

The gastronomical history in New England, much 
like the alewife, dates back to starving Mayflower survivors 
still alive after the first winter in a barren wilderness when 
the Wampanoags took them to nearby Eel Pond to tread 
in the mud and catch with their hands the fat, sweet eels. 
They were destined from then on to become a dietary

Meeting on May 23, the evening following Bob 
Rogers' announcement that he would be departing from 
the Conservation Commission, the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen heard from commission member Mike King.

Basler noted that the county could help the 27 
cities and towns in Plymouth County with such diverse 
needs as procurement, tourism, fire suppression training, 
capital improvements, and even public health issues. 

The county is also responsible for the district courts and 
registry of deeds. 

O'Brien said the county was in the process of 
hiring an entomologist to assist in education regarding 
tick-borne diseases, gypsy moths and other insect-related 
problems. 

"Plymouth County is number three in the state 
for Lyme disease," O'Brien stated. He also noted that 
Massachusetts is third in the nation for tick-related 
illnesses, with the Town of Marion ranking No. 1 in the 
entire state for the number of reported tick-borne diseases. 

O'Brien said the county was paying into OPEB 
funds and had established a municipal fund with 25 other 
entities. "No other county is doing this," he said. 


Earlier in the evening the selectmen met with 
three members of the Plymouth County Commissioners 
office. Coming before the board were Commissioner Dan 
Pallotta, Treasurer Tom O'Brien, and Administrator Frank 
Basler to discuss the county's FY18 budget. 

Before discussing the numbers, the three 
representatives acknowledged that the public had a lack 
of understanding as to just what the county services 
were, the past administration mishandling of time and 
resources, and current health of the operating budget.

$300,000. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer, the town's county 
representative for the past 14 years, said, "This is helpful.

Town Meeting Approves All Articles 

Rochester Annual Town Meeting 

By Jean Perry 

A moratorium on marijuana retail sales, a 
screening fence for an RMS abutter . . . Voters during 
the Rochester Annual Town Meeting on May 22 gave 
approval for all 18 of the warrant's articles, and all within 
an hour and a half. 

Article 1 to accept the annual report of all town 
officers and committees passed. Article 2 to fix the salaries 
of the elected officials passed, and Article 3 to amend 
Part IV of the Classification and Compensation Plan to 
fix minimum and maximum amounts for employee steps 
also passed. 

When it came to the budget, a few residents 
shouted out "question" to hold certain line items of the 
budget for further discussion, including the treasurer's 
salary line items, the administrative assistant line item in 
town hall expenses, the fire department, communications 
dispatch, and the building inspector's budget, but in the 
end the $20.8 million fiscal year 2018 budget passed. 

One resident asked why the budget still contained 
a fully-funded emergency dispatch budget when the 
Town had already decided to regionalize its 911 dispatch 
system beginning this year. 

Finance Committee Chairman Kristian 
Stoltenberg explained that the Town needed to keep a 
level-funded dispatch budget intact for FY2018 because 
there is no guarantee as to when the system will switch 
to regionalization, and if it even will this year, although 
Stoltenberg emphasized that the switch should occur 
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sometime this summer. 

"If, for some reason it doesn't happen, in order 
to be on the safe side we need to fund the emergency 
dispatch . . . while it still resides in town," Stoltenberg 
said. "We simply took last year's budget and put it into 
this year's, not knowing when the change takes place. 
Until any of this happens," said Stoltenberg, "we need to 
have a funded emergency dispatch budget." 

Voters approved Article 5 to establish various 
revolving funds: library materials, $10,000; recycling 
program, $20,000; hazardous waste recovery, $10,000; 
Rochester Country Fair, $65,000; Local Cultural Council, 
$6,000; COA programs and activities, $10,000; flu and 
medical clinics, $25,000; tax title, $2,500; and Fire/EMS 
equipment, $50,000. Also passing were Article 6 to fund 
$300 for the planting of shellfish in Marion, Article 7 to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to appropriate Chapter 
90 funds from the State for road repairs. Article 8 to 
compensate assessors for becoming "certified" to their 
office, and Article 9 for $15,000 for the Town's OPEB 
(other post-employment benefits) fund. 

Resident Flal Rood questioned whether this 
amount was enough to cover the Town's OPEB liability, 
and Stoltenberg told him it was not, and not by a long 
shot. 

"Fifteen- thousand dollars is a start, it's not an 
end," Stoltenberg said. "You do what you can.... It's a 
good faith attempt on this town's part to address that we 


know what's out there." 

Town Meeting approved Article 10 to put $50,000 
back into the Special Education Cost Stabilization Fund, 
money that was used this fiscal year to cover unexpected 
special education costs. 

Article 11 established a School Assessment 
Stabilization Fund to moderate annual fluctuations in 
costs associated with the town's assessment based on 
student enrollment. 

Article 12 transferred $50,000 into the newly established 
School Assessment Stabilization Fund, and Article 13 
transferred $67,000 into the Stabilization Fund. Selectmen 
Chairman Brad Morse said that $67,000 was used to cover 
the cost of snow and ice removal for the prior fiscal year, 
and was now being returned after FEMA reimbursements. 

Article 14 established a Special Injury Leave 
Indemnity Fund to appropriate funds for the payment of 
injury leave compensation or medical bills for injuries to 
firefighters or police officers in the future. 

Article 15 amended the Town Bylaw to delete 
restrictive language to allow for more timely collection 
of past due taxes by withholding issuance or renewal of 
permits and licenses from various town departments until 
the taxpayer is in good standing. 

The phrase "annually" was replaced by "a twelve- 
month period." 

The moratorium on marijuana retail sale (Article 
16) passed with minimal discussion, although one resident 
wanted to confirm that the bylaw would not affect the 
private use and personal cultivation of marijuana. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey emphasized that the 
moratorium was only to allow the Town ample time to 
craft an effective zoning bylaw to restrict marijuana retail 
sale locations. Municipalities in the state are adopting 
similar moratoriums until the state can provide some 
legislative guidance. 

Article 17 amended the bylaw regulating water 
withdrawal to a fine of $100 for the first violation and 
$300 for each additional violation. The bylaw that Town 
Meeting had passed last year included a fine of $500 for 
subsequent offenses, which the Attorney General's Office 
found excessive.

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Article 18 to appropriate $6,800 for a fence was 
the most discussed article of the evening. 

Kelly Morgado, a Pine Street abutter to the 
Rochester Memorial School parking lot, said she was 
promised a screening fence long ago by the Town, and 
even had a letter from former Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera guaranteeing Morgado a proper fence. 

Stoltenberg said the Finance Committee would 
not support the article, believing that it was the school's 
responsibility to address the matter with Morgado, and 
any fence should come from the school's budget. 

Other town residents took to the microphone to 
support Morgado, saying it was a Town project overseen 
by the Town; therefore, the Town should make good on its 
promise. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey said that if it 
were a private project such as a solar farm developer, one 
could bet that the Planning Board would have made sure 
proper screening was provided. 

"It's a shame that it hasn't been done as of this 
date," said resident Sean Crook. "I think we should give 
what's due."

legged visitors will be razed. 

William Bachant of Wareham came before the 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals on May 18 seeking 
permission to tear down the vacant and dilapidated house 
located at 6 Cedar Street. He said a new home would 
be constructed on the site once the 1955 structure was 
removed. 

There was some discussion regarding lot 
coverage, as the standard set by the ZB A has historically 
been 25 percent and Bachant's plans seemed to exceed 
that by 2 percent. 

Neighbors voiced their delight at the possibility 
of having the long-forgotten structure removed. 

"We can't wait for the building to come down," 
said Harbor Beach Association officer Ann Marie 
Anderson on behalf of the neighborhood. 

Beach residents Betty and Bert Theriault said 
foxes had been living in the empty house, causing 
problems for the area. 

"It's in terrible disrepair," said Theriault. "It 
would be a plus to the neighborhood if it's torn down." 

Several other residents spoke in favor of the 
project, but voiced concerns about what would become of 
the "critters" living in the building. 

Director of Inspectional Services Andy Bobola 
said the builder would have to exterminate the property 
prior to pulling it down, and that the Board of Health 
would certify that work had been completed. 

Satisfying neighbors' concerns that the animals 
wouldn't scramble into their own homes, the ZB A 
approved the Special Permit. The new home will be 
a two-bedroom, two-story structure with an asphalt 
driveway. 

Returning to the board was Robert Field of Field 
Engineering, representing DG Services, 23 County Road, 
with a request for a Special Permit to construct a 2,109 
square-foot addition to an existing commercial structure. 
After meeting and achieving a compromise with abutter 
Dawson Real Estate, the project was approved. 

Katherine Norcross, 77 Long Plain Road, received 
a Special Permit to construct an in-law apartment as an 
addition to her 1986 family home.

Department also received a Special Permit to renovate a 
well house at 121 Acushnet Road. The well house, once 
completed, will produce 400,000 gallons of drinking water 
per day, stated Superintendent Henri Renauld. 

An application submitted by Katherine Home

Farmer's Market Presents Preliminary Plan 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board on May 23 held 
an informal meeting to review the preliminary specs of a 
new farmer's market coming to Rochester. 

Engineer Bill Madden, representing Greg 
Canning, gave the board a general sense of the proposal 
slated for the 60-acre property on Marion Road situated 
on the west side of Marion Road in front of the Great Bear 
cranberry bogs and across from The Pines. 

A four-acre area of the property is planned for 
development, which is situated outside the 100-foot buffer 
zone of nearby wetlands, according to Madden, but the 
Conservation Commission will still review the project. 

The wetlands have been flagged. Madden said. 

Madden requested a waiver for stormwater 
management, saying that Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection regulations would not apply; 
rather, the project would be better suited for a "country 
drainage" approach. 

Natural depressions on the property would pond 
water and allow it to recharge into the ground, and the 
surrounding areas of the site would be crops. 

"I think that the country drainage in this setting, 
which is really a fairly unique [one] . . . would work really 
well," Madden said. "None of the runoff will leave this 
site." 

The roof runoff will be handled the same, with

the water being directed and discharged out into the 
surrounding fields.

application fee for a Site Plan of $300 plus advertising. 

Once the application is submitted, Johnson said 
the board would need about a week to review the project 
plus two weeks for advertising, so the public hearing 
would likely be scheduled for July 11, unless deadlines 
can be met in time for the June 27 meeting. 

In other matters, the board met with 
representatives from Melink, developers of a solar farm 
on Snipatuit Road. Motta then gave the board his report 
on what he saw the last time he went to the site, reporting 
that some aspects of the project have not been done 
according to the plan. 

Motta spotted areas of the access drive where 
pervious materials used for the road varied at different 
locations - reclaimed gravel, crushed concrete - a 
"mishmash" of inconsistent materials causing puddles 
and tire ruts. Some areas of grass seed still have not 
germinated, either. 

The board reprimanded Melink representatives 
present that night, with board member Gary Florindo 
saying, "To me, this isn't the first field that you've done, 
so you guys know what you got to get done. . .. Go over 
there and make it work." He continued, "If you've done 
what you're supposed to, then it should show." 

The board scheduled a site visit for June 3 to 
inspect the germination of the grass, and said the board 
still needed an as-built plan now that the trees have been 
planted.

The public hearing for Wellspring Farms of 42 
Hiller Road was again continued until the next meeting at 
the request of the applicant. 

Johnson said Borrego Solar has filed its Site Plan 
Review application and the public hearing should be 
scheduled for 27. The solar farm would be built at the 
corner of Rounseville Road and Mendell Road. 

The board also voted to send a letter to 
Meadowatt, LLC after some deviations from the plan. 

The Route 105 solar farm is already online and generating 
energy, but some aspects of the maintenance and 
landscaping plan have not been followed, specifically 
including the creation of a wildflower field and some 
shoddy mulching around the site. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey said he finds 
Meadowatt' s work to be "blatantly disrespectful," adding, 
"They're treating us as though we're ignorant." 

"We can in theory reopen the hearing, revoke his 
permit, and shut him down," Johnson said. He added that 
it was "disgusting over there." 

Bailey made the motion, and town counsel was 
authorized to send a letter stating Meadowatt' s violations 
and giving the developer 10 working days to remedy 
the matter; otherwise, the board will reopen the public 
hearing. 

The board welcomed new part-time Town 
Planner Steve Starrett, who will officially begin June 1 - 
just in time for the new solar farm project, said Johnson. 


The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for June 13 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester Town 
Hall. 

Rogers Will Not Seek Re-Appointment 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

On May 23, Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission Chairman Bob Rogers announced that he 
would not seek re-appointment when his term ends on 
July 1. 

Rogers has been a vocal advocate of the Wetlands 
Protection Act since his appointment to the commission 
in 2011. But long before that, Rogers was a member of 
the Planning Board, subsequently being named as the 
Planning Board representative to SRPEDD (Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District). 
Since 1998 until May 2017, Rogers has served on that 
board. 

With two decades of public service under his belt, 
Rogers said that life had changed. 

"It's basically because of the baby," he clarified 
with a smile. Fourteen months ago, the Rogers family 
welcomed Victoria to the clan. "I've enjoyed my service to 
the town," he said in a follow-up, but that it was time to 
concentrate on family. 

On this night, accompanied by commissioners 
Chapman Dickerson, a recently appointed commissioner, 
and Mike King, a veteran commissioner, along with 
Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold, Rogers settled in 
to hear 12 applications. A very long night of commission 
business ensued. 

One public hearing got rather heated when 
neighbors came out to complain that a small two-lot 
subdivision located off Pine Island Road has been creating 
stormwater problems in the area. 

Representing Timothy and Greta Fox, owners 
of Pine Island Estates, David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates explained the Request for 
Amended Order of Conditions for the two parcels. 

Davignon noted that the Foxes' plans to build 
two homes had been scaled back, reducing the size of 
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both proposed structures. But abutters complained bitterly 
that a subdivision roadway created water runoff onto their 
properties. 

Rogers explained that the plans as originally 
submitted had been permitted and that the DEP took 
control of the roadway project when the subdivision had 
been appealed through that office. He said an open Order 
of Conditions from the DEP for a replication area was in 
place and had to be completed by fall. It was not within the 
jurisdiction of the local commission, he said. 

Molly Giordana, 24 Holly Lane, said, "I've got 
$10,000 worth of damage to my basement." She said when 
she purchased her home, the basement was dry. 

But Dickerson interjected, "You bought your home 
during the drought." 

King added, "That's already a resource area. The 
whole area has water issues, as does most of Mattapoisett." 

But the neighbors pressed on, believing that 
additional construction in the area will only add to water 
shed onto their property. One neighbor asked that the 
house construction be held up until the replication area 
had been completed. 

King said, "The matter before us is a reduction in 
scope," repeating that the roadway was, "with the state; 
we have no jurisdiction." He said no work had taken place 
anywhere on the parcels in the last three years. 

Dissecting the issues and possible solutions, 

Rogers suggested that since the replication area was 
planned for Lot 1, the amended Order of Conditions being 
sought could include language mandating its completion 
before an occupancy permit was granted. 

"That would give you plenty of time to reach 
seventy-five percent growth," he told Fox while giving the 
neighbors what they seemed to have asked for as well. 

Fox said her plans were underway to build the 
replication area this growing season and noted that long, 
drawn-out legal actions had slowed plans to a halt and had 
thus far cost her $250,000 on what she dubbed "the most 
engineered road in Mattapoisett." 

Fox pointed to decades-old problems and poor 
drainage designs by other developers as the main reason 
for stormwater issues and not the newer roadway servicing

her lots.

Davignon also represented Frederick Miller, 7 
Pine Island Road, who received a Negative Determination 
applicability for the construction of a shed; Peter 
Lafreniere, 12 Snow Fields Road, whose RDA request 
for a septic upgrade was granted, received a Negative 
Determination; and Thomas Pierce, 17 Third Street, for 
an upgrade to a cesspool and reconfiguration of a paved 
driveway received Notice of Intent conditions.

Rochester Boat Racing Viewing Spots 

The Rochester Land Trust invites you to view the 
Memorial Day Boat Race from a viewing spot on one of 
its properties along the Mattapoisett River. The Church's 
Field River Trail at approximately 101 Mattapoisett Road 
leads to Church's Falls, a wide open-area, where watchers 
can sit on one of several riverside benches and see the 
racers as they pass by the site of the historic Church Mill. 
Access is a fairly easy Vi mile walk on a well-maintained 
trail with plank bridges spanning potential wet areas. 

The Shoolman Preserve at 200 New Bedford Road 
offers two more secluded spots to view the race, which 
require passing through wet areas along the trails as you 
get close to the river. These viewing spots are smaller 
than at Church, but there are small benches right on the 
riverside.

Terns are experiencing difficulty 
during the period between fledging and reaching sexual 
maturity at 3 years. The most vulnerable time in this 
period is during the time fledglings are preparing for 
their first migration to South America — the time they are 
staging with a care-giving adult at locations in the region 
with abundant, suitable prey (typically sand lance). Prior 
studies by Mass Audubon have shown that the majority 
of the Northwest Atlantic population of Roseate Terns 
stage during late summer on outer Cape Cod beaches and 
Nantucket. Current studies are focusing on the foraging 
ecology of staging terns, including the impact of a major 
shift in the marine community at critical staging sites on 
Cape Cod and Nantucket with the exponential growth of 
another sand lance specialist — Gray Seal.

Logan. Starring Hugh Jackman and Patrick Stewart. 
Directed by James Mangold. Running time: 137 min- 
utes. MPA A rating: R. Now on home video. 

Logan is the Wolverine movie they should have 
made all along. As it is, coming after the terrible X- 
Men Origins: Wolverine (2009) and the compromised 
The Wolverine (2013), it looks even better than it might 
have. The mean but noble mutant has been around in 
movies since 2000, in a variety of X-Men films, and in 
comic books since 1974. Logan is intended as a valedic- 
tory to this popular character (but only in movies; his 
services are still needed to move units for Marvel Com- 
ics), a neo-western that has more of Shane , The Cowboys 
and Unforgiven in its DNA than it has of most other 
superhero movies. It has the farewell-tour poignancy 
of a popular, aging baseball star taking that final trot 
around the diamond. 

Hugh Jackman is that star; yoked to Wolverine, 
aka Logan, aka James Howlett, for the last seventeen 
years, he leans into the sad, heavy gravity of the mo- 
ment, playing Logan as a slowly expiring warrior (the 
unbreakable adamantium coating his bones and his 
claws is poisoning him). It's 2029, and mutants are on 
the way out; in a possible nod to Children of Men, no 
new mutants have been born in 25 years. Logan passes 
his days driving a limo and his nights taking care of 
his old mentor Charles Xavier (Patrick Stewart), former 
leader of the X-Men, now living uncomfortably with 
Alzheimer's. Medications control Xavier's seizures, 
which, due to his telekinetic prowess, tend to paralyze 
anyone around. 

If you've been following these two in com- 
ics or movies at all (I confess I tapped out a few years 
ago), it's moving to see them gray and broken down, 
addled by pills or booze as their only anodynes. They 
still have some use, though: new mutants are indeed 
being created in a lab, among them Laura, or X-23 
(Dafne Keen), a vicious little wild child with fist-claws 
of her own, plus foot-spikes for good measure. Logan 
and Xavier must convey Laura to a possibly-mythical 
locale called Eden, where others of her kind are in hid- 
ing from the sociopaths pursuing them. Like Deadpool 



last year, Logan may be based on Marvel comic books, 
but it carries an R rating — a fairly hard R, in which we 
finally see what Logan's claws actually do to flesh and 
bone. Profanity is likewise liberated, not only from the 
surly Logan but from the heretofore genteel Xavier. 

Logan comes from director James Mangold, 
who also helmed The Wolverine; it's as though he un- 
dertook this project to atone for the last one, and much 
pleasure can be taken in the movie's realistic substance, 
the creak of rusty Ford truck doors, the gurgle of perfo- 
rated arteries. The script, by Mangold, Scott Frank and 
Michael Green, is heavily derivative, though — we've 
seen most of the beats before, and when a brutal Logan 
clone called X-24 joins the party, the film starts to feel 
overcrowded, over-villained, as though well-armed 
hordes with robot hands weren't threatening enough. 
Logan has a few mitigating human moments — I liked 
the quiet insouciance with which Patrick Stewart 
donned a fedora — but the plotting is a bit too block- 
buster-pulpy for the movie to be the cleansing back-to- 
basics art it seems to want to be. 

Still, I must be honest and say I got misty a 
couple of times. "At least there's water — he's got wa- 
ter" is painfully fine as a terse, choked eulogy. And the 
physically failing heroes trying to protect the young 
and powerful from the corrupt and mutilated make 
for a resonant conflict visually as well as thematically. 
Logan could probably be shelved with The Dark Knight 
as a superhero film that tries to transcend genre by 
borrowing copiously from other genres, and by taking 
itself with seriousness that borders on po-faced. ( Logan 
has the edge here with the jostling, caustic rapport be- 
tween Jackman and Stewart.) It's worth seeing exactly 
once, but beyond that, it's too overstuffed — and not 
fun enough — to reward revisits.

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School of Design and quickly launched many solo and 
group exhibitions throughout the United States, considers 
herself to be a storyteller. She feels a responsibility as an 
artist to draw attention to world events that affect our 
well-being, examining current affairs and global events 
through her artwork. Having recently returned from 
living several years in the Middle East, much of Mandle's 
recent artwork has focused on human rights, social and 
economic inequality and environmental challenges.

Zoster Vaccine Availability 

The Marion-Rochester Health District (MRHD), 
in collaboration with the Marion Board of Health and the 
Rochester Board of Health, is pleased to announce they 
have acquired a limited number of Zoster (commonly 
known as Shingles) vaccine doses for administration 
within the Health District. 

Shingles is a condition that can present in 
individuals who had Chickenpox as a disease when they 
were younger. The Chickenpox virus remains dormant in 
the body after the childhood illness but can present as a 
"Shingles" rash later in life. This rash can be quite painful 
and often is accompanied by blisters. The rash usually 
lasts for 2-4 weeks. The Zoster vaccine has been shown in 
clinical trials to reduce the risk of shingles occurring by 
50%. It has also been shown to reduce the pain of shingles 
in those who get Shingles even though they have been 
immunized. 

The Zoster vaccine is available to those 60 years 
old and older. It is an expensive vaccine and not all 
insurance companies cover this vaccine. While the Health 
District and the Boards of Health encourage residents to 
discuss immunizations with their primary care provider, 
they also recognize that there is a gap in availability 
of Zoster vaccine. In an effort to meet the needs of the 
residents, the Marion-Rochester Health District is making 
a limited number of doses available to residents including 
those who don't have insurance coverage for the vaccine.

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly, the mother will be 
around to feed the baby. This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep your indoors until 
the bird is gone.
